Havrincourt wood and captur- 
ing several additional towns to 
the southward.

On the Aisne the French have 


taken the Conde fort and Conde- 
gur- 'lisne, whence their move- 
ment threatens the 'Germans 
who are still clinging to the 
river to the east along the front 
held by the Americans. . This, 
it seems that there can hardy 
be more than a momentarily 
halt t>y the enemy here, and the 
reports from the American front 
indicate that the allies' lines al- 
ready are moving ahead, partic- 
ularly 
to 
the 
east, 
toward 


Rheims, where a movement is in 
progress to force the Germans 
out of the angle south of the 
Aisne where they are yet hold- 
ing. 


In Flanders the British have 


gained further ground, driving 
i'n further toward the Messmes 
ridge, in the vicinity of 
the 


town of Messines and edging 
eastward further south toward 
La Bassee. 


As a whole, through the cam-

Any attempt on the part of Madi- 


son merchants to overcharge or dis- 
criminate against the -1,000 student 
soldiers who will attend the univer- 
sity this winter at the expense of 
the government will be checked im- 
mediately by tho war department 
and th0 offenders will be promptly 
dealt with, 
. 


Since the first contingent of army 


men came here last sprmg no re- 
ports 
of overcharging have been 


made, Madison merchants having .as 
a whole acted fair and square with 
the boys, but in numerous instances 
elsewhere, especially where large 
numbers of soldiers have been in 
training, rank discrimination has 
been made against the soldiers, mer- 
chants charging civilians one price 
and the soldiers a higher price. 


In order to deal with nuch situa-

In the face of this 
condition, a larger enrollment than 
usual is expected, for

point to the registration of many 
women students, as well as many 
men who aro not eligible for the S.

The government has announced 


that the war department will place 
on deferred classification all facul- 
ty members of draft age because it 
regards it as tho highest duty of 
college teachers to aid the govern- 
ment by remaining at their posts 
and teaching S. A. T. C. students. 
The university has announced that 
no faculty member may expect to be 
released by the university for service 
elsewhere "unless he can. show that 
he is not needed here." 


Teachers' Courses Essential 


Although all university teaching 


will be placed on a war basis, elimi- 
nating 
"non-essential industries," 


Wisconsin, with its large number of 
women students, will continue aca- 
demic and cultural courses for which 
there is a demand.

An interesting insight into the 


English conception of baseball is 
given in an article in the London 
Field which says in part: 


"Americans 
have 
never 
token 


kindly to cricket, which they regard 
as much too slow a game for their 
temperament, and their humorous 
writers are never tired of describing 
in a most good nntured way the lit- 
tle flilings and peculiarities of our 
national game. 
Curiously enough, 


Englishmen also think that baseball 
is too slow n gome for their temper- 
ament, and although probably very 
few of them could give a good rea- 
gon for this idea tho actual cause 
is not far to seek. 


Baseball Big Bluff 


"Baioball is admittedly a game of 


blnff, and the most audacious and 
ingenious bluff of all is to give the 
title of 'inning' 'to what ia nothing 
more or less than an over. 
Call the 


'inning' by its real title, 'over,' and 
all the hustle of baseball disappears 
immediately. It will seem almost in- 
credible to English cricketers, but it 
is a fart, as attested in the Daily 


Mail in — 
v-- 
,. . 
fame by an American baseball jour- 
nalist, that although in the course of 
the game something like 250 balls 
were thrown—a matter of forty-odd 
overs nt cricket—the safe hits num- 
bered only eight, two by the Army 
and six by the Navy.

hits were made, which were so poor 
that they got a man out, and o few 
others in the nature of cricket snrcks 
or 'corner strokes' were of no ad- 
vantage to the batter, sine* they 
were behind the boundary line. 


"Once in a Blue Moon" 


''The snick or corner stroke is un- 


doubtedly the most spectacular hit 
in baseball; indeed, it is practically 
the only specta:ular stroke, -except 
the hit out of the ground, which 
occurs once in a blue moon. 


"It seems a very great pity that 


this 'corner stroke' is merely thrown 
away in baseball. 
In making the 


stroke the batsman slogs as usual 
with a horizontal bat, and getting 
just under the ball sends it at a very 
great pace to a tremendous height 
behind him, and sometimes to a con- 
siderable distance."
